Elba City Council approves Fiscal Year 2023 budget

The Elba City Council 
approved its Fiscal Year 
2023 budget during its 
Monday, Oct. 24, meeting, 
at just over $4.7 million for 
total anticipated revenues. 

The sub-total operation- 
al revenues for the city’s 
budget were estimated at 
$3,545,000 with $788,130 
expected in cash trans- 
fers from the Elba Water 
and Electric Board for a 
total of $4,333,130. The 
Fiscal Year 2022 budget, 
as of September, had total 
operational revenues were 
4,110,271 while the bud- 
geted total was $4,062,130. 

The new budget also 
anticipates $376,000 in 
restricted revenues brin- 
ing the Fiscal Year 2023 
grand total for revenues to 
an anticipated $4,709,130 
compared to $4,479,371 for 
Fiscal Year 2022. 

Looking at expenditures, 
the city spent $3,516,125 
in Fiscal Year 2022 as of 
September while it had 
budgeted $3,647,584. The 
budgeted expenditures 
approved in the new Fiscal 
Year 2023 budget are esti- 
mated to total $4,275,838. 
The highest of those 
expenditures will be sala- 
ties at $2,028,621 up from 
$1,496,253 as of September 


for~the- Fiscal Year 2022 


budget. f 
The new budget also 
approved departmental 


capital expenditures. The 
city’s various departments 
requested capital expendi- 
ture totaling $1,330,820, 
however, the city leaders 
only approved expenditures 
in the amount of $442,850 
with some of those expen- 
ditures requiring the city to 
dip deep into its reserve 
funds line item to make 
the purchases. Just over 
$114,000 will come from 
reserves funds to cover 
requested expenditures, 
according to the budget line 
items. 

The biggest discussion 
from council members 
were expenditures for the 
police and fire departments. 
The fire department had 
requested a new fire truck 
and fire-fighting equipment 
($135,000) for its Fiscal

Year 2023 expenditures. 
The police department had 
requested three new police 
cars, a side by side vehi- 
cle, repair to the police 
department, and a_ police 
firing range expenditures 
($205,000). 

The budget as first pre- 
sented to the council had 
no expenditures approved 
for the fire department and 
$140,000 approved for the 
police department. Council 
member Gappa Wise said 
he felt it only fair to provide 
at least some funding to the 
fire department. 

Council member com- 
promised and agreed to 
fund the $35,000 in fire- 
fighting equipment for the 
fire department while only 
funding one new police car 
and a used vehicle for the 
animal control officer for

The Elba Tigers will 
be looking to continue 
their winning ways Friday 
night when they _ host 
the Southern Choctaw 
Indians, in the first round 
of the Class 1A state high 
school football playoffs, at 
Tiger Stadium, in Elba. 

Elba will bring a 10-0

“Southern Choctaw 
has a solid football team 
with a lot of good looking 
athletes,” said Elba Tiger 
head coach Mare Sieving. 
“They have a couple of 
guys that on film look like 
division one players and 
they really catch your eye. 
On offense they don’t do 
anything fancy, but do a 
‘really good job at what 
they do. They will run out 
of the pro-set with split 
backs and have a big 
225-pounder at fullback 
that can open holes. The 
quarterback looks to run 
first, but can throw the 


it is easy to see why they 
are a running team.” 

Elba posted its first 
10-win regular season 
since 2014, but its eighth 
overall 10-win season 
in the last 14 years, and 
is the only high school 
team in the history of the 
Alabama Sports Writers 
poll to be ranked #1 in four 
classifications (1A-2A- 
3A-4A). 

The Tigers averaged 
42.9, points a game in 
regular season action 
and scored forty or more 
points in seven games, 
while the defense allowed 
an average of 12.9 points a 
game and held seven foes 
to one touchdown, or less. 

“We were able to play a 
lot of people the last two 
weeks and should be in 
good shape entering the 
post-season,” added Coach 
Sieving. “We have some 
bumps and bruises like 
all teams after ten regular 
season games, but feel 
like we are in good shape 
and the players are excited 
about the playoffs starting 
this week. It is now time to 
take every game one game 
at a time, because a loss 
will end your season, no 
matter what your record 
is. We know we still have 
a lot of things to improve 
on and will keep working. 
The second season will

In key region clash 


Brantley flattens Florala 53-25

The Brantley Bulldogs put their stamp on the #2 seed in ‘ 
the region standings Friday night with a dominating 53-25 
region road win over the Florala Wildcats. 

Brantley wasted little time letting Florala know it had 
come to play as on the game’s opening play Jayden Parks 
connected with Jon Bush on a 53-yard touchdown toss to 
put the Bulldogs on top 6-0. 

A 30-yard run by Robert Shine and a 30-yard pass 
from Parks to Kedrick Brown helped Brantley overcome 
a rash of penalty flags on its next possession, which was 
climaxed with a 4-yard scoring run by Jayden Parks as the 
Bulldogs lead quickly grew to 14-0. 

A 35-yard pass from Jayden Parks to Jordan Parks 
pushed the Bulldogs lead to 20-0 early in the second 
quarter, but Florala showed signs of life after the third 
Brantley touchdown and finally found the endzone on its 
own when Dalton Jackson scored on a 1-hyard run and 
added the extra-point to pull the Wildcats within 20-7 with 
9:52 left in the half. 

The cheering on the Florala side of the stadium didn’t 
last for long; however, as Brantley added three more scores 
before the end’ of the half to open up a big 39-7 halftime 
advantage. 

Robert Shine capped a four-play drive with a 2-yard 
touchdown dash, Jordan Parks returned an interception for 
a Bulldog touchdown and Jayden Parks scored his second 
rushing touchdown of the half on a 22-yard scamper as the 
“Dogs were in charge at intermission. 

Rayshon Coleman scored early in the third quarter to 
pull Florala within 39-13 and pumped life back into the 
Wildcats, but the excitement again didn’t last for long as 
only 15-seconds later the Bulldogs struck again, this time 
on a 68-yard touchdown toss from Jayden Parks to Jon 
Bush, as Brantley upped its lead to 46-13. 

Trevon Pittman scored the final Brantley td on a 4-yard 
run, while Florala added two late scores on a 4-yard run by 
Johan Zamora and a 5-yard pass from Rayshon Coleman to 
Dalton Jackson, as the Bulldogs locked down the number 
two seed with the impressive 53-25 road win. 

Jayden Parks completed 12 of 13 passes for 270 yards 
and 4 touchdowns to spark the Brantley offensive attack, 
while Jon Bush pulled in six passes for 170 yards and three 
touchdowns, and Cooper Layton led the defense with eight 
tackles.

The Zion Chapel Rebels wrote the final chapter in the 
2022 football history book Friday night after a 40-8 loss 
to the high-powered Reeltown Rebels, at Green Memorial 
Stadium, in Jack. : 

Reeltown, ranked third in the state in Class 2A, came out 
ready to play in the regular season finale for both teams 
and behind the play of Arthur Woods jumped out to a 20-0 
first half lead. Woods returned an interception 75 yards 
for a touchdown, returned a punt 50 yards for a score and 
raced 94 yards from the line of scrimmage for another 
touchdown as the visiting Rebels jumped out to a 20-0 lead 
with 5:58 left in the second quarter.

The mayor assured board 
members that an issue 
like this should not hap- 
pen again in the future as 
appropriate board meetings 
would be held. 

Currently, the IDB finan- 
cials show there remains 
$161,206.40 in the bank 
account. Mayor Maddox 
asked the board to leave 
those funds in that account 
at this time [rather than 
transferring those to the city 
also] because he said there 
are two potential industrial 
development projects in the 
works for Elba. 

Using code names for the 
projects, the board voted to 
enter an executive session 
to further discuss them as 
the mayor said both are still 
in negotiations and cannot 
be discussed publicly at this 
time. He did note the city 
had been working with the 
Wiregrass Economic and 
Development Corporation 
on trying to lure both proj- 
ects to Elba, and he hoped 
more information would be 
available before the end of 
the year. 

No further actions were 
taken Monday by board 
member following their exit 
from the executive session.
